With reference to your letter of 27 June 1945, an analyeie of the 
eyetem you propose indicates the following points that will require 
explanation: 

(a) Using ten watte of audio power, and assuming a modulation' . 
dies of .010 inch plastic of 12 inch diameter, a modulation index of 
two is obtainable only if the above disc size is not exceeded, and 

if approximately 30000 radial lines are included in the grating. 

(b) This nui&ber of lines on the modulation disc would require : 
a speed of 40 rpm to attain a 20000 cycle carrier frequency from the . 
carrier disc shutter. It appears likely, considering the beet con- 
stant speed motors obtainable, and the high gear reduction ^required * 
to obtain 40 rpm, that this carrier disc shutter could not be made 

to rotate at close enou^ to constant speed but that an appreciable 
frequency modulated signal wo\ild originate from this cause. 

The Bureau appreciates your earnest desire to prosecute this project 
to a successful conclusion and application in the present war. - ^ 
Bovever, the fundamental character of the investigations conducted 
to date do not warrant the undertaking of this project by the Bureau. 
Should you decide to exploit this development to the extent of build- 
ing an operating model, it is desired to witness and discuss the 
operation of this device when ooa^leted. . . .
